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/Arabs Will Fight 
I Borough P.T.A. 
Told Monday 

YMCA Official Tells 



Group of Conditions 
In Middle East 



America is wrong in assuming 
that the Arabs will not fight to re- 
tain Palestine, James K. Quay, 
vice-president of the Princeton 
Theological Seminary, told mem 
bers of the Narberth Parent-Teach- 
ers' Associatiodn Monday night. 

Quay, a representative of the 
IYMCA, recently returned to this 
country after 20 years in the Mid- 
dle East. 

"Furthermore " he stated, "the 
Arab league will be joined by the 
•whole Moslem world, while Russia 
etands ready, with plans of her 
own, to step into a confused coun- 
try." 

The chief question concerning 
the Middle East, acording to Quay, 
is whether the "hot spot" of Egypt 
■will be handled by diplomacy or 
by force. 

"As England moves out of the 
Middle East," he said "America is 
moving in, though not in a mili- 
tary manner. Through the Trans- 
continental Western Airlines Cor- 
poration, Cairo has been made an 
aviation center for the eastern 
hemisphere; out of 887 million 
acres of oil rights, 695 million are 
American; Time and Life maga- 
zines are to be had in Egypt al- 
most as soon as we have them : 
here, and American population and j: 
education have increased cnor-j 
jnously. ! 

"In sympathy with the Arabs," j 
Quay added, "the major conflict I 
between the Zionists and tliTt ; 
Arabs is sentimental rather than; 
commercial. It is not a religious ; 
question, but a political one. Thei 
Jews feel that Palestine is their' 
'promised land,' while the Arabs 
state, 'This is our country; we were! 
here first.' I 

"The Arabs, while they insist on I 
ownership " Quaq said, "are not 
hostile toward the Jews, and would 
work well with them if given the 
opportunity." 

Quay ended his talk by stating 
that the greatest hope for Egypt 
is in educating the young people 
for they are the potential power 
of the Middle East. The YMCA has 
done much of this work, he sai'.l,

Improvements, Raises I 
Necessitated Budget 
Increase Last Year 

Narberth residents, faced with a 
possible three-mill increase In real 
estate taxes, may be pleasantly sur- 
prised when their school directors 
adopt the school budget and set 
the school tax rate for 1948-49. 

Board members stated this week 
that there are no major improve- 
ments contemplated and that it is 
not likely that any excessive 
amounts of money will be neces- 
sary for the running of the school 
for the coming year. They said also 
that the current year's budget 
items have been taken care of. 

In view of these facts members 
of the school board said unofficially 
this week that, despite the higher 
costs of living, indications point 
towards a lowering of the school 
tax rate and the abolition or low- 
ering of the per capita tax. 

A preliminary discussion of the 
1948-49 school budget will be held 
at the March board meeting, and 
in April, the board will adopt the 
budget and set the tax rate. 

Narberth's school tax rate has 
fluctuated considerably in the past 
few years, with the present 23 
mills and $5 per capita one of the 
highest rates in the district's his- 
tory. 

From 1938 to 1941 the rate was 
18 mills phis a S2 per capita tax. 
The latter was abolished in 1942 
and did not reappear until last year 
when it was rised to $5. 

In 1942 and 1913 the rate re- 
mained at 18 mills. It dropped lo 
17 mills in 1944 increased to 19
